FTER five years of ruthless deflation imposed by Pre- 

mier Bennett, the people of Canada are now promised 
a “reform” program. The Prime Minister promises in 
return for another five years of office, to ease in spots 
the burden he has imposed on the public. Faced with the 
indignation of bankrupt cities and provinces, and with a 
million people on the wretched dole, he seeks to avert fate 
by offering reform. 


The one basic reform needed—a reform that would 
make all other reforms superfluous—is reform of our 
Monetary System. Mr. Bennett has carefully omitted that 
from his program. Nay he did worse. Before ever he 
brought out his conjurer’s bag of tricks, he used his 
partisan position to shackle Canada to a pernicious and 
oppressive system of esily Soh control. 


HE god of this world has blinded the eyes of Mr. Ben- 
nett. His worship of ‘sound money” and of the gold 
standard has corrupted his ability to serve the Canadian 
people. Sacred to him are the $375,000,000 of tax-exempt, 
blood-stained war bonds whose “sanctity of contract’ he 
upholds to the profit of the owners, though men who 
fought overseas while the profiteers grew rich are in want, 
and a million of our people are subsisting on the dole or 
living like animals in concentration camps. 


farmers are being robbed by “sound money” of a chance 
to prosper; wages are cut till the blood runs out; thou- 
sands of frugal people see their homes and farms seized 
for taxes or swept into the rapacious maw of mortgagees; 
factories are idle; real estate is valueless and merchants 
are being driven bankrupt through inability to collect | 
accounts, 


We have had four years of such suffering as should 
have moved the heart of any man. Yet our rotund Premier 
from his luxurious suite or his palatial private car had no 
word of sympathy to offer. “Tighten your belts’—‘“Learn 
to live like your forefathers,” was the harsh advice. Youth | 
was told it was ‘‘too choosey.” University graduates were 
loftily adjured to seek pick and shovel jobs. When bank- 
rupt municipalities—made bankrupt by Mr. Bennett’s 
“sound money” rule—laid their difficulties before him, 
they were told with grandiloquent pomposity, “I will not 
be a wet-nurse to all the derelicts of Canada.” |

F Mr. BENNETT wants to do something for the people 

of Canada, or if he wants to prove the sincerity of his 
eleventh hour conversion, he can easily do it. Let him 
include monetary reform in his program. Let him take 
back from the private group to whom he gave it, the 
control of the currency and credit of the nation. Let him 
take action at once to ensure that the Bank of Canada 
will be owned and controlled by the government in the 
interest of the people of Canada. Without that basic 
reform, all his professions are but windy platitudes, with- 
out worth or meaning. 


Without reform of the money system of the nation, to 
make it serve the public instead of bleeding it, the people 
of Canada cannot hope to enjoy the super-abundance of 
good things now heaped up in warehouses or undergoing 
destruction. Money is needed to set our distribution sys- 
tem at work again. But it is against the welfare of the 
credit-mongers, now entrusted with the control of our 
money system, to allow money to become sufficient again. 


In Great Britain the fight to free the nation from the 
sinister clutch of the money power is being led by leaders 
of the Established Church as part of their mission for 
mankind. In Canada, from Montreal to Vancouver, the 
people have spoken in their municipal elections, demand- 
ing monetary freedom. The forces of special privilege are 
organized to oppose the emancipation of the nation from 
their bondage. And Mr. Bennett has fought their fight 
for them, to keep the nation from obtaining control of its 
own nfoney and credit. These money-barons know the 
truth of the words uttered by the founder of the House 
of Rothschild: 

“Permit me to issue and control the money of a 
nation, and I care not who makes its laws.”

NOVA SCOTIA 
MINERS STRIKE 


SPRINGHILL, N.S., Jan. 24.— 
Striking United Mine Workers 
numbering more than 1,000 tied 
up three Dominion Coal Company 
mines here last night and their 
leaders declared picket lines 
would be maintained until the 
eompany dropped 12 officers, for- 
mer officers and organizers of the 
Amalgamated Mine Workers. 
Pickets patrolled the three col- 

lieries when it was time for the 
“midnight” shift to go down, but 
there were no disorders. Three 
A.M.W. men entered No. 4 pit with. 
out interference, later returning 
home 

International board member Wil- 

liam Hayes of the U.M.W. explained 
the pickets were posted merely to 
inform their own members about 
the decision to strike. Because of 
the overwhelming majority of 
U.M.W. men there was no necessity 
for interference so far and little 
danger of a clash.

RETRENCHMENT 
HALT IS SEEN 
IN ESTIMATES 


Main Appropriations Less 
Than Million Dollars 
Short of 1934 


OTTAWA, Jan. 24.—Mounting | 
government revenues during the} 
present fiscal year were reflected | 
in the main estimates for the fiscal | 
year 1935-36 tabled in the house of | 
commons Wednesday by Minister 
of Finance E. N. Rhodes. The main 
estimates for next year are less 
than $1,000,000 short of last year's 
total appropriations which marks a 
halt in the downward trend of gov-! 
ernment expenditures in recent 
years. 

RESTORE 5 P.C. PAY CUT 

In addition Mr. Rhodes had good 
news for government employees 
When he tabled the estimates he 
zcnnounced one half of their 10 per 
cent salary reduction would be re- 
stored. This means that for the next 
year civil servants will receive 
their normal salaries less five per 
cént instead of Jess 10 per cent as 
has been the case for several years. 

Since 1930 until now declining 
revenues forced the government to 
curtail expenses. Each year 
amounts appropriated by — parlia- 
ment have shown large decreases 
compared with the previous year 
The decrease this year is only $931,- 
068, and by the time all supplemen- 
tary estimates are submitted it is 
expected appropriations for the 
coming year will equal if not ex- 
ceed the appropriations for 1934-35. 


MORE “WORKS” MONEY 

Main estimates total $351,969,944 
as against main and supplementary 
estimates aggregating $352,901,012 
voted by parliament last year. Main 
estimates last session totalled $343,- 
648,273. 

The department of public works 
gets a large increase this year, indi- 
cating considerable projected build- 
ing activity. The increase is $4,259,- 
440, which is almost offset by a re- 
duction in interest on the public 
debt of $4,150,475 due to refunding 
niaturing obligations at lower in- 
terest rates 
DEPARTMENT INCREASES 

Naval, militia and air services 
have increased appropriations with 
the Royal Canadian Air Force re- 
ceiving a vote of $2,630,000, an in- 
crease of $700,000 over last year. The 
increases for civil aviation, militia 
and naval services are small, The 
post office department receives an 
increase of $559,984, railways and 


canals, $329,488, trade and com- 
merce, $230,662 and agriculture, 
$403,895, 


The appropriation for soldier and 
general land settlement is reduced 
by $442,309, management charges by 
$582,403 and legislation by $207,520, 


LESS COMMITTEES 

The latter decrease is accounted 
for largely by a drop of $140,000 in 
the expenses of House of Commons 
committees, Last session was re- 
markable for a large number of 
committees holding long sessions, 
This session that type of work is 
expected to be much less and the 
appropriation is cut from $155,000 
to $15,000

State of Collapse Confronts 
Province as Government, 


Makes No Effort to Re- 


duce Interest. 


That nearly fifty per cent. of all| 
Alberta revenues in 1934 were spent 
to pay charges due to bondholders, 
leaving only the remainder of the 
revenue for the cost of government} 
and the various social services s0 
sorely needed by the residents of} 
this province in these trying times | 
was the statement made today by | 
George H. Van Allen, K.C., in an! 
interview with The Bulletin fol-! 
lowing an analysis of the delayed | 
public accounts recently made pub-| 
lic by Premier R. G. Reid and his} 
colleagues, 

“The situation disclosed is} 
alarming, especially in view of be 
fact that the provincial government 
is making no move to reduce in- 
terest charges or in any other way 
to cut down the cost of government 
in Alberta,” said Mr. Van Allen, as| 
he proceeded to analyze the “as- 
tonishing facts” shown by the pub- 
lic accounts for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, 1934, which have al- 
ready come under fire from other 
Libera] leaders in Alberta, 

A continuance of the present 
Policy with the “utter incom- 

petence of business administra- 
tion, neglect to bring about re- 
duced interest rates, and com- 
plete neglect to fight for markets 
for Alberta products,” he con- 
tended, are all “contributing fac- 
tors to the state of collapse now 
before our eyes.” 


INTEREST EATS REVENUE 


“Probably the most impressive | 
fact is that 45.74 per cent of ail | 


provincial revenues (Dominion 
Subsidies, taxes, licenses, liquor | 
profits, etc, etc.) were spent last 


year to pay debt charges due the 
bondholders, leaving only 54.26 per | 
cent of the revenue for the cost of 


services so sorely needed by the 
people during these times. And 
probably the next most impressive 
fact is that it is taking more and 
more each year to carry the prov- 
incial debt, leaving less and less | 
for the administration of govern- 
ment and the various services. For 
instance, in the previous fiscal year 
(1932-33), 44.18 per cent of the rev- 
enue went to the bondholders, as 
against 45.74 per cent last year 
(1933-34),” said Mr. Van Allen. 


DEBT CHARGES GROW 


“This condition of affairs is one 
that every voter and every tax- 
payer must gravely consider as, ob- 
viously, should our present rulers 
in power, debt charges 
will continue to creep up and up, 
as they have done year by year 
during the U.F.A.-C.C.F. regime, 
and, in such event, it will not be 
long before the homes and invest- 
ments of the people will be worth- 
less," he continued. 

“These percentages, however, 
do not include the interest on the 
money invested in the telephone 
system, which is treated in the 
public accounts as something sep- 
arate from the government, al- 
though it is owned and operated 
by the government itself. If these 
interest charges be also includ- 
ed, it appears that the total debt 
charges last year were equal to 
55 per cent of the revenues, leav- 

ing only 45 per cent for govern- 
ment services.

“The revenue from all sources 
during the same fiscal year was 
315,178,607.00, Notwithstanding the | 
hard times, the money collected 
from the people last year was as 
great as it was four and five years 
ago. There has been no let-up in| 
the monies demanded year by year | 
during the depression. The cost of 
carrying the debt in 1934 ($8,360,- 
227.18) is approximately equivalent 
to the entire revenue from all 
sources colleed by the Stewart 
government in the year 1921. Thus, 
if the Reid government had had 
only the revenues collected by the 
Liberal government of 1921, it could 


the debt charges and their own 
salaries, leaving not a cent for gov- 
ernment or social or other services. 


GLARING NEGLECT 


“But taking the government's own 
figures, and its own system of ac- 
counting, we find the most glaring 
evidence of neglect of our funda- 
mental problems. Thus (see Public 
Accounts, 1934, p. 10) we find that 
45.74% of the revenue went to pay 


debt charges, 23.38% went for public 
welfare, 16.16 went for education, 
9.21% went for general government, 
5.14% for highways, 4.49% for jus- 
tice and 3.01% for agriculture. Here 
we see the spectacle of a so-called 
“Farmers” government spending al- 
most half its income of debts to 
bondholders, and only 3.01% on the 
building up of our one great in- 
dustry—agriculture 
In other words, they spent 
twice as much for interest aa for 
public welfare, almost three times 
as much for interest as for edu- 
cation, and fifieen times as much 
for interest as for agriculture. 


PEOPLE PAY COST

Stressing the need for such bod- 
ies as the Chamber of Commerce to 
exert every effort in the matter of 


fire prevention, Fire Marshal Booth | 


pointed out that enthusiastic effort 
in this regard offered the finest 
form of public service. 


FORM FIRE COMMITTEE 


The real contribution of the 
Chamber of Commerce, stated Fire 
Marshal Booth, would be an} 


awakening of the public to the eco- | 
fire waste, so) 


nomic significance of 
that it would act collectively 
through its organized government 
to control it.

HOUSING SCHEME 


Speaking of the housing scheme, 
Dr. Jenkins gave a number of sta- 


tistics pertaining to Liverpool dis- | 
tricts showing the effect of poor! 


housing conditions in the slums of 
that city. 

An extensive re-housing scheme 
in that city, stated Dr. Jenkins, had | 
resulted in the reduction of tuber- | 
culosis from 400 per hundred 
thousand to 190, while infant mor- 
tality had been reduced from 259 
to 162 per thousand live births. 

These factors in relationship to 
water supply. toilet facilities, over- 
crowding, ventilation, 
drainage and dilapidation 


pointed out the psychological effect 
upon people living in sordid sur- 
roundings. 


OVERCROWDING FOUND 


This higher death rate, pointed 
out Dr. Jenkins, was not altogether 
the result of overcrowded living 
conditions in this section of the city, 
but that it was true that there were 
twice as many people living in this 
area as could be found in areas of 
a similar size within the city and 
that preventable deaths among in- 
fants was higher than in any other 
section. It was, however, he stated, 
one of the causes that could be at- 
tributed to the infant mortality 
rate. 

A request was made by the coun- 
cil of the Chamber of Commerce 
that a consolidated report on dan- 
gerous fire risks, unsanitary houses 
and other substandard buildings in 
the city be complied from the in- 
formation now in hand at the city 
hall and which was obtained by 
an expert staff of builders and con- 
tractors when a survey of all build- 
ings was made for assessment for 
1933, and that the information of 
these buildings in the city be com- 
pared with the standards provided 
te the Construction Council of Can- 
ada,

GOOD BUSINESS—FOR THE 
ARGENTINE 


Since double freight rates are to be main- 
tained to prevent the Alberta farmer selling 
his low grade grain to dairymen and p 


raisers in British Columbia, the question a 
What are the British Columbia men going to 
use for feed? 

Seattle supplies a possible answer to that 
question. Corn from the Argentine is being 
unloaded at that port by the ship-load to be 
used as feed in the coast states. Vancouver 
is no farther from Buenos Aires than is Seattle, 
and the freight cost is the same to either port. 

It is not at all a chimerical idea that 
British Columbia stockmen may import Argen- 
tine corn in place of the Alberta grain they 
want but can't afford to buy at prices boosted 
by double freight charges. Nothing stands in 
the way of their doing that but a duty of 2 
cents a bushe! on corn imported into Canada. 

If that duty is effective in preventing the 
British Columbia men importing Argentine 
corn they will be robbed, and their business 
ground between the mill-stones of high pro- 
ducing costs and outside competition. If the 
tariff is not effective and they import the corn, 
Argentina will get the British Columbia market 
for feed grain—which the “Canada first” policy 
was supposed to keep for Cenadian producers. 

The Alberta farmer is one of the parties in- 
terested in Argentina's invasion of the Puget 
Sound area. That invasion has already cost 
him whatever chance he had to sell feed grain 


in the coastal and neighboring states. And if 
the Argentine exporters are as keen as they 
seem to be, they are quite likely to annex the 
British Columbia market, t to the Rail- 
way Commission in shutting the Alberta farmer 
out of that market by a double freight rate 
JUST “STALLING” 
Vancouver taxpayers are getting some 


action on ‘debt charges and tax reduction. A 

despatch from that city on Monday stated:

period.” 

How does it happen that while Vancouver 
tax-payers have a clear prospect of getting a 
reduction in interest charges large enough to 
substantially reduce their tax bills, Alberta tax- 
payers are still handing over $7,000,000 per year 
on the debt load of last March, as they then 
were, with no prospect whatever of getting an)’ 
reduction in interest charges or tax bills? 

The answer is plain. Vancouver had a 
“general election” on December 12th and re- 
turned a city council pledged to reduction; 
while Alberta taxpayers have been denied a 
general election, at the time this was due by 
almost unbrokén precedent. 

What Vancouver taxpayers did may explain 
why Albertans have not been allowed to regis- 
ter their views on the question of revising 
interest rates downward. There is no reason 
up to date to suppose the Government of 
Alberta has any plan or any desire to ieduce 
money wages.

“I don't want these men brought in here 
looking as if they had just stepped out of a 


barber chair,” he said. “That velvet collar 
should be smeared with blood. I want crimin- 
als sq mussed up when they are brought in 
here that they'll leave the city rather than face 
arrest.” He counselled the men to use their 
guns, “to draw quick and shoot accurately.” 


Last Saturday's death toll looks as if the 
New York cops had taken the Commissioner's 
request to heart. It’s another illustration of the 
different conceptions of British and American 
justice. But perhaps the Commissioner knows 
his New Yorkers. 


The Association of American Law Schools 
met at Iowa recently to discuss needed changes 
in U.S. criminal law. The British North Amer- 
ica Act is an outworn thing as a Constitution 
fui Canada and the provinces, but it does make 
the criminal law a federal matter. In United 
States the criminal jurisdiction is largely vested 
in the individual states. In 42 of them an ac- 
cused may refuse to testify and the prosecutor 
may not remark upon it to judge or jury. In 
the middle of a trial a man in New York may 
claim he was in San Francisco at the time the 
offence was committed, when it is too late for 
the prosecution to check up the truth of his 
statement. 


The lawbreakers get most of the breaks, and 
the men from the Law Schools suggest that no 
man should be allowed to plead an alibi with- 
out giving the prosecution notice, so that they 
can check it up before the case reaches court. 
It would make it harder for a guilty man to 
fool a jury with a faked alibi, but it wouldn't 
jeopardize the rights of an innocent man 

Another reform suggested—that might with 
advantage be adopted in Canada—is to allow 
the impeachment of false witnesses. It would 
stop trafficking in evidence. I remember a case 
in which I was a principal some years ago. I 
obtained detailed information from a govern- 
ment employee that virtually proved my case. 
It has been supplied voluntarily. The morn- 
ing of the trial the witness came to me, said 
he had been threatened with punishment if 
he told the truth, pleaded that he was a married 
man with a family and could not afford to 
tell the truth. When he lied in the box my case 


collapsed. Under the rules of evidence I 
co n't even have him cross-examined or 
c nt him with his duplicity. No doubt 


y aman has been penalized in this fashion 
by rules which protect a crook from cross- 
examination by the side he has betrayed.

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High Blood Pressure | SIDE GLANCES-—By Gee. Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


High blood pressure is often called the dis- 
ease that follows success, but this is obviously 
wrong. The real causes begin with an “S” all 
right but, the right way to spell them is s-ugar 
and s-tarch. Not too much success, but too 
much of the carbohydrates is the usual cause 
of the blood pressure soaring 
higher than the normal. 
However, since success and 
over-indulgence often go to- 
gether, success may be said 
to have some effect on the 
blood pressure. Nevertheless, 
I promise you that everyone 
can enjoy all of the success 
in the world and never have 
high blood pressure if very 
little sugar or starch is used. 

Another common fallacy 
is that meat or smoking causes iuigi blood 
pressure. If the diet includes only a minimum 
of the sugars and starches, neither meat nor 
smoking seems to have any important effect 
upon the blood pressure. 


Many people think that those who are stout 
and inclined to be red in the face have high 
blood pressure, but this is not true. Many thin, 
pale people have high blood pressure, and many 
fat, florid ones have low blood pressure. The 
only method of determining the blood pressure 
is to have an examination by a doctor who uses 
the sphygmomanometer. 


In an adult the pressure should be about 125 
to 130 milimeters. If the blood pressure is above 
140, it should be lowered immediately which 
can be readily done with a fruit fast. 


The importance of the blood pressure is 
shown by the fact that practically no insurance 
company will ever accept your application if 
your blood pressure is much too high. I have 
seen thousands of cases where the high blood 
pressure was reduced to normal on a fruit fast 
regimen without the use of any drugs what- 
ever. 


One who has high blood pressure has to be 
careful to avcid mental strain or worry or phys- 
ical strain, as the excessive tension of the 
arteries is often accompanied by a hardening of 
the arterial walls, and if the blood pressure be- 
comes temporarily higher, a hemorrhage or 
stroke of apoplexy may result. 


A permanent cure in every case depends on 
changing the diet. A fast on fruit juice and dis- 
tilled water will bring the pressure down to 
normal within a short time, but {¥ this recovery 
is to last, the patient must continue to use very 
few of the carbohydrates in the diet for a long 
time, and in some cases he will have to leave 
them off entirely. 

Exercises should be taken very slowly in 
the beginning but may be gradually increased 
as the blood pressure becomes normal. Walk- 
ing is one of the best exercises and one may 
start with a mile a day and increase the dis- 
tance up to five miles as the blood pressure 
comes down and the strength improves.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Ruth D. wants to know: 
“How do you use the fast in reducing blood 
pressure that is too high?” 

ANSWER: The blood pressure is deter- 
mined by the use of a special instrument called 
a sphygmomanometer. With this it is possible 
to tell how much pressure is required to cut off 
the flow of blood in the arm and the measure- 
ment obtained is called the blood pressure. 
When the blood pressure is too high the only 
method of relief I have found is the fasting and 
dieting method. The patient is put on a fast 
where he takes nothing but fruit juice and this 
is followed by a restricted diet, cutting out the 
Sugars and starches, and allowing plenty of 
non-starchy vegetables and a reasonable amount 
of meat. By repeating the fasts and restricted 
diet it is possible to bring the blood pressure 
down to a safer figure. The reduction of high 
blood pressure can often be brought about 
within a fairly short period. 

QUESTION: Mrs. C. M. states: “Could you 
give me a rule for relaxation?” 

ANSWER: One of the best rules to follow in 
trying to relax is to lie flat on your back on a 
bed and to deliberately try to make each part of 
the body feel as relaxed as possible. It may help 
you to imagine that all of the body is very, very 
heavy. You will be surprised to find that the 
tension is gradually released and that you can 
actually feel those tightened nerves let go.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1888 it was an- 
nounced at Montreal that the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company 
had pulled off a great coup 
which would give them a practi- 
cal monopoly of Ontario. The 
company had completed the pur- 
chase of the Midland Railway, 
the Northern Railway and the 
Hamilton and Northwestern Rail- 
way. The Canadian Pacific was 
at that time just getting into its 
stride and it was necessary for the 
original company to nail down all 
the traffic makers there were. 
True, the three lines had been 
under lease by the Grand Trunk 
for some years, but there was al- 
ways the chance of a lease being 
broken, so the Grand Trunk di- 
rectors in London decided to pur- 
chase outright and thus prevent 
any interference from their new 
rival 

All three of these railways tak- 
en over were among the pioneer 
roads in Ontario. The Northern 
dated from 1853, was indeed the 
first in Ontario; the Midland was

an amalgamation of a number 
of lines started by optimistic and 
enterprising men at Port Hope 
and Belleville from 1854 onwards, 
while the Northwestern had been 
opened from Hamilton to Barrie 
from 1877. 

Until the war and its influences, 
coupled with the coming of mo- 
tor transportation, all these addi- 
tions to the original Grand Trunk 
were great traffic producers; 
sometimes they did not pay run- 
ning expenses, but they were 
feeders to the main line and could 
therefore be carried at a_ loss. 
They were, however, of vast im- 
portance to the people of central 
and the then northern parts of 
Ontario and did good service to 
the public. They, like all the 
Grand Trunk lines, were thrown 
into the melting pot of the Cana- 
dian National system and have 
long since lost their identity, but 
the older people of Ontario have 
a grateful memory of the services 
given them and their parents by 
these pioneer railways.

CAN BE DONE 


Editor Bulletin: December 22 
last, Mr. Boyd gave us a finely 
reasoned article showing the basic 
fallacy of the sound money argu- 
ment.

Earlier 1934 the Bulletin 
published a letter from Mr. Boyd 
headed, “Why Borrow"; copies of 
can be gotten from The 
Doyglas Social Credit League, 
206 Burns building, Calgary, and 
worth study by those inter- 
ested 

He writes, “The exclusive right 
of creating money is vested in 
the Crown. The Crown still ex- 
ercise the right in our coinage 
and Dominion notes, but it has 
suffered the banks to assume the 
power, never conferred on them 
by process of law, of issuing bank 
credit to function as money.” 

Such credit is recognized as 
money and is defined as money, 
both by the highest banking au- 
thorities and in the law books— 
and it forms roughly 95 per cent 
of the total money in circulation.

no foundation in law and is un- 
constitutional. Second, it is con- 
trary to the well-being of the 
State, because all such credit is 
interest bearing and has led to a 
vast accumulation of government 
debts, Dominion and provincial 
Third, that credit control by the 
banks is arbitrary, being based 
upon no fixed principles, result- 
ing at some times in inflation, as 
in the year of the boom up to 
1929, when stock market specula- 
tidén was financed by the bank, 
and at other times deflation, as 
during the last four years; both 
of these policies, though profit- 
able to the banks, having cer- 


tainly not been in the interest of*| 


the country.” 

And the government the 
country has permitted the banks 
tacitly though not by statute, to 
assume this sovereign power of 
credit creation. 

If our banks can gét away with 
a practice which is unconstitu- 
tional, which has no sanction in 
law; what possible foundation 
could they use to support action 
against a provincial government 
adopting such practices also? 

If legal authority for this issue 
of credit is not necessary—as is 
defined in an article from Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce pub- 
lished in The Times of December 
24, 1932, where in debating this 
same issue they state, “nor were 
the banks under any obligation

And to all, young or old, to the 
most unbridled tyro or to the cul- 
tured musician, he proved a sen- 
sational, compelling artist whose 
appearance will be long remem- 
bered as a milestone in this city's 
artistic progress. 

Iturbi has every quality and 
achievement to make a great artist 
and he has made the most of his 
opportunities until at present 
stands among a select group of out- 
standing players who are the best 
And his ability is not confined

Such technical fluency as he dis- 
played on Wednesday is seldom 
seen. The most delicate and florid 
passages were played with a light- 
ness of touch akin to what one 
would expect of a fairy.
